Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant argues that Bondi fails to teach a storing unit storing a 
combination type of business entities and corresponding costs of the business entities related to the network 
appratuses. Examiner disagrees because the database in Bondi's teachig would correspond to the storing unit since it 
stores various types of categorized information. The applicant believes that "a combination of business entities" does 
not equal to the plurality of the categorized information of Bondi. Examiner disagrees because the applicant does not 
explicitly define what "a combination of business entities" is, and the applicant is advised to clearly define the term so 
that it may overcome the current rejection. 
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
